Experiences With Germans, 


My own experience with the Germans 
was most disagreeable. It was danger 
without excitement, adventure without 
one thrill. It was reported in Brussels 

on Aug. 23 that the night before there 
had been fighting at Hal, 10 miles from 
the city, and that the French were ad- 
vancing from Einghien, 10 miles further 
south. With Gerald Morgan I drove 
to Hal, and, finding there had been no 
fighting there, continued on foot toward 
Enghien. We kept to the main’ road, 
down which the German army, com- 
manded by Gen. von Kluck and accom- 
panied by the Grand Duke of Holstein, 
was proceeding in unbroken column, 

They had frequently stopped us, but; 
os our papers gave us permission to 
visit the environs of Brussels, always al- 
lowed us to continue. 

We appreciated tlfat the environs could 


‘inot reach further than Hal and that at 


any moment some officer would appre- 
ciate the fact and order us back. 

Gerald very wisely decided to return 
before he was sent back, and I contin- 
ted afoot to HEnghien, spent the night 
there and at 6 the next morning start- 
ed south, hoping when the German col- 
umn finally clashed with the French 
to be present.

AMERICANS BACK FROM

Grant’s Campaign for 
Richmond, Says Expert

OR Americans, ran whom the re- 

— cent days of desperate fighting in 

northern France must seem con- 
fusing and inexplicable, there is an ad- 
mirable parallel to be found in a Civil 
War campaign. The “on to Faris” 
movement of the Germans in 1914 is 
being executed with almost precisely 
the same strategy, spirit and determina- 
tiénh which characterized the advance 
on Richmond of Grant in 1864. 

When, on May 4 in the earlier year, 
Gen. Grant stepped over the Rapidan 
into the Wilderness, with approximate- 
ly twice the force of Lee, his control-, 
ling purpose was to use his superiority 
im numbers in such a manner to de- 
feat the enemy by frontal attack and, 
at the same time, by moving his own 
left flank, to get round Leée’s right, 
cut him off from Richmond and, if pos- 
sible, envelop him. 


Repulsed in his frontal attack at 
the Wilderness, he moved by the left 
flank to Spottsylvania, only to find 
Lee there in new intreachments, from 
which, after desperate fighting, he was 
driven back. A second drive to the left 
brought him to the South Anna, only 
to find new intrenchments. Finally, 
at Cold Harbor, on June 3, his last at- 
tempt at the left fiank failed. 

The German Parellel. 

Now, consider the German advance. 
At Charleroi and Mons, Aug. 2, :t 
delivered a savage frontal attack, whicn 
was repulsed, but the immense superi- 
ority of the Germans in numbers en- 
abled them to strike for the left flank, 
that is, to endeavor to get round the 
end of the Anglo-French force, and come 
down between it and Paris. 

To avoid the danger the Allies fell 
back, just as Lee did in the Wilder- 
ness, and stood again, the English, 
who held the left of the army, which 
was itself the left wing of the whole 
French army, halting at Cambrai-Le 
Cateau-Landrecies, the French at 
Avesnes Chimay. 

Against the English, in their new 
position, was hurled another terrific 
frontal attack, the severity of which 
is described in the British official re- 
port. The attack fatled, but again a 
move to the left flank compelled re- 
tirement, this time on the Peronne- 
St. Quentin front, while the French 
came back to the Guise-Verins front 
which was an extension of the En- 
glish line. 

Terrific Frontal Attack. 


At this point our information !s less 
exact, but it is certain, that once more 
there was a terrific frontal attack upon 
the intrenched British, whose left flank 
was now partially covered by fresh 
French troops brought up from Alsace 
by Gen. Pau. At the same time, a 
frontal attack was made on the French 
to the west. Again, after terrific fight- 
ing, German number prevailed; repulsed

Stems to Have Failed. 

In other words, with the Grant 
campaign in mind, it is easy to un- 
ravel the tangle.

As Grant sought to get between Rich- 
mond. and Lee, Gen. von Kliuk has 
striven to eut Pau and Sir John 
French off from Paris. So far as 
one‘can now see, he has failed, as 
did Grant, after the same terrific 
struggle, repeatedly repulsed in front, 
but able to get around the left be- 
cause he had the numbers. 

A great deal has been said about 
the losses. At Cold Harbor, Grant 
lost 15,000 men, Lee 1700. On that 
basis the British loss at Mons and 
Landrecies of 5000 men would mean 
a casualty list to the Germans of 
465,000. But machine guns, improved 


Jifles and the German fondness for 


the massed attack may have result- 
ed in an even more disproportionate 
loss to them. 

Grant’s Great Loss. 

One more detail it is well to remem- 
ber. After Cold Harbor, Grant’s army 
was badly demoralized. In four weeks 
he had lost 60,000 men, half his army. 
If the German force was 60,000 men at 
the start, as has been said by some ob- 
servers, this ratio would mean a loss 
of 300,000 men, Those who remember 
Civil war days will recall the wild out- 
burst of denunciation in the sountry 
after Cold Harbor, when Grant was 
called a ‘‘butcher.” 

In 1864 Grant could afford to lose 
half his army, and still be sure of a 
numerical superiority over Lee suffi- 
clent to prevent any counter strike. In 
men, in money, in resources, he was 
surely better off than his opponent, 

But his army was shaken and he had 
to take it south of the James, and it 
was many months before a siege re- 
duced Richmond. 

Today, Germany has no such advan- 
tage over France and England. Morey 
soldiers she has than France and En- 
gland combined, but she now has to 
send against Russia nearly all the num- 
ber she has in .xcess of France and 
England. 

Again. as Russian mobilization be- 
comes more and more effective, she will 
have to turn all her reserves, possibly 
some of her army in France, tard the 
east. For France and for England, on 
the contrary, the whole reserve and 
second line can be used against the 
armies before Paris. 

Counterstroke Possible. 

Indeed, there is now In many quar- 
ters to be detected the belief that, 
when the German advance has worn 
itself out by its great exertion, and 
its first line troops have been great- 
ly reduced by casualties, the Allies, 
even now equal in numbers, will take 
the field and deliver a fatal counter- 
stroke. 

Some notion of the Russian tactics 
against Napoleon in the Moscow cam- 
paign is clearly in the minds of many 
military observers, and for reasons 
that are obvious. yet such conjectures 
are always dangerous.

PARIS, Sept. 3.,—Although there is an 
increasing feeling of hope and confi- 
dence here that .Paris will not be sub- 
jected to a German bombardment by 
big guns, the exodus from the city con- 


tinues briskly. To get a taxicab or 
other vehicle is now virtually impossi- 
ble. In consequence, the streets are full 
of persons, many of them old and weak, 
carrying heavy bags and bundles, mak- 
ing for the railway stations. 
The official news—“the Germans have 
gained round on our left’’—means, of 
course, the invaders are nearer this city 
than they ever have been. But citl- 
zens have come to believe they will not 
be able to get their heavy artillery with- 
in bombardment range because of the 
outer line of forts surrounding the capli- 
tal 

Forts Seven and Half Miles Out. 
These, all] of which cover the ground 
between them by crossfire, are seven 
and a half miles distant from the city 
proper, and the German guns, there- 
fore, even if they approached close to 
the forts, could not fire their shells into 
Paris. 
The authorities of Paris are calling 
upon all French citizens to collaborate 
in the maintenance of order and the 
protection of private property. 
Georges Clemenceau today, contrary 
to general opinion, thinks the German 
army attacking Paris will be able to 
feed itself from the country it occu- 
pies, but, he adds, the strategical situ- 
ation in that case all would be in the 
allies’ favor.

This, however, 
did not prevent an enthusiastic public 
demonstration in honor of two British 
Generals who arrived according to in-, 
structions. 
Refugees from Crepy-en-Valors, in the 
Department of Oise, say the Germans 
were crushed there, and that bodies were 
piled three feet deep in places. A 
wounded French Sergeant said he saw 
an entire German. division annihilated. 


Tours Crowded With Travelers Bound 
for Bordeaux. 

TOURS, via Paris, Sept. 3.—Tours is 
crowded to overflowing with travelers 
bound for Bordeaux. All the hotels are 
full and some of the landlords are ask- 
ing as much ag 4 francs for a single 
room. Many automobilists are sleeping 
in their cars because of the lack of ac- 
commodations in the hotels. 

An uninterrupted procession of con- 
veyances of all kinds is passing through 
this city and many Paris taxicabs with 
cans of gasoline attached are seen 
everywhere. In fact the city is mucs 
more animated than Paris,

Food Prices i in Vienna Now

LONDON, Sept. 3.—The Daily Mail 

correspondent behind the British lines 
describes the charge of the Ninth Lan- 
cers, which occurred at an unnamed 
spot during the recent series of tactical 
retreats,, as a second Balaklava, He 
says: 
‘*Terrible havoc has been caused in our 
ranks by eshells from a battery of 11 
German guns posted inside a forest near 
the Belgian frontier. 

Jt seemed impossible to silence their 
fire until the Ninth Lancers made their 
attempt, riding straight at the guns aft- 
er debouching into the open and charg- 
ing under a hail of melinite and iyddite. 
“I have not been able to get reliable 
figures as to the distance they rode, but 
they reached their goal. Nothing could 
stop them. They reached the guns, 
killed the gunners and put the guns out 
of action. Then, like their prototypes 
of Balaklava, they rode back. 

“On the return they: fell in greater 
numbers sfill from the attack of other 
German batteries, posted at vantage 
points around the valley. 

Bayoneted Artifierymens. 

“Notable bayonet charges were made 
at —— (name deleted) on Wednesday 
last. Several British infantry regiments 
occupied an exposed position around 
which the Germans. gradually circled, 
drawing the noose closer and closer. 

“The Britishers decided to cut their 
way through the cordon. So the men 
went at it, yelling and shouting, and 
got though, although the German artil- 
lery mowed them down frightfully. 

“The German machine guns have been 
tremendously effective in all engage- 
ments thus far. Men who saw, the South 
African war say the hottest firing there 
was childish compared with what the 
British troops have’ tindefeond sincé 
their arrival in France... So far as I can 
learn, thus far the Germans have lost 
2€ of these guns.”’

The American islands, Manua 
and Tutuila, are much smaller, and are 
of value only as coaling stations. 

The British force which took posses- 
sion of this German territory was sent 
from New Zealand. The announcement 
of British ocupancy Was first made 
through London Sunday. 

The Fiji Islands are a British colony 
about 650 miles southwest of Samoa. 

The taking of Samoa by the British 
may. add éo the difficulties of the Ger- 
man cruiser Nurnberg, which coaled at 
Honolulu two.days ago.

RECRUITING GETS IMPETUS 


London Believes There May Be 
Method in Allies’ Policy 
of Gradual Retreat. 


By Associated Press. 

LONDON, Sept. 3.—The British people 
continue to accept with stoicism the lack 
of news concerning the operations of ths 
British army on the Continent. The 
Government has repeatedly assured the 
public that all news consistent with 
the nation’s interest will be given out, 
and the people are accepting that as- 
surance. 

The French officiai reports throw fur- 
ther light on the operations than those 
of the British. ‘The French reports say 
the action on the right of the northern 
wing has resulted in checking the Ger- 
mans for a time. The inference plainly 
is that the Germans are employing all 
their forces in an enveloping movement 
against the allies’ left wing. That that 
part of the allied army is retiring to the 
south and west, indicates that the G:2r- 
mans have not yet outflanked them. 

Apparently the Germans have aban- 
doned the west of Belgium to pour all 
their forces toward the road to Paris. 
Reports that they are preparing to at- 
tack Antwerp are not believed here, be- 
cause there seems to be no dominating 
strategic reason for such a move. Milli- 
tary experts agree that the Germans 
are unlikely to waste more than a 
screening body to prevent a serious Bel- 
gian sortie against their line of com- 
munication. 

The occupation of Brussels probably 
was a demonstration for its moral ef- 
fect, but an assault on Antwerp, it is 
considered, would be a side issue with 
so little effect upon the main plan of 
campaign that it would be a useless ex- 
penditure of men and energy. There 
may be a strong method in the allies’ 
policy of gradual retreat and compelil- 
ing the Germans to make repeated 
costly attacks while the allies keep 1 
compact front before their last line 
of defenses. 

Three million Frenchmen are under 
arms to defend Paris. They still have 
confidence in the ultimate result of the 
war. 

The list of killed and missing British 
officers from the: crack regiments which 
were engaged in the four days’ battle 
of last week brings mourning to many 
noble and arstocratic homes. This, 
however, is the price of war, which the 
country, appears willing to pay. ’ 

The names of British officers killed or 
wounded in the fighting in France last 
week were made public last night. Vir- 
tually all the crack regiments are affect- 
ed. 

Among the killed are Robert Cornwal- 
lis Maude, sixth Viscount Hawarden, a 
Lieutenant In the Coldstream Guards, 
and Maj. Victor Reginald Brooke, mili- 
tary secretary of the Viceroy of India. 
Among the officers missing are: Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel A. W. Abercrombie of the 
Connaught Rangers, Lieutenant-Colonel 
D. C. Boger of the Cheshire Regiment, 
Col. C. F. Stevens of the Royal Artil- 
lery, and Col. H. N. Thompson of the 
médical corps. 

Viscount Hawarden was only 2% years 
old. He succeeded daa father to the ti- 
tle in 1908. 

Maj. Brooke was born in 1878 and en- 
tered the army in 18%. He had seen ac- 
tive ‘service several: times and had re- 
ceived decorations for-bravery. In the 
war in South Africa he received the 
Queen’s medal with five clasps, the 
King’s medal, two clasps, and the dis- 
tinguished service order medal. In this 
war he was wounded. He also was with 
the Kabul Mission, 1904-1906. Maj. Brooko 
was a son of Sir Victor Brooke. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Abercrombie was a 
wearer of the distinguished service order 
medal, as also was Col. H. N. Thomp- 
son.

The protest followed 
the landing of a Japanese division at the 
newly opened Chinese port of Lung 
Kow, 100 miles north of Tsingtau. 

News of the Japanese landing caused 
no surprise here as the Japanese lega- 
tion several days ago requested the 
Foreign Office to remove the limit of 
60 kilometers (about thirty miles) radius 
prescribed by the Chinese as the fight- 
ing area around Tsingtau. The Foreign 
Office did not comply with the request, 
but it was understood that the Chinese 
troops would be instructed not to oppose 
the Japanese.

Chigi-Albani, one of the as- 
sistants to the throne in the Pope’s 
household, was notified at a quarter 
pas ll today that Cardinal Della Chiesa 
had been elected. At 20 minutes past 11

clave, received a communication from 
the new Pope. asking that the gratings 
of the Bsailics of St. Peter be opened, 
because he purposed in a short time 
to issue his proclamation.

MET NEW POPE ON

Says Choice of Title Indicates 
Benedict XV Is Stickler for _. 
‘Canon Law. 


Archbishop Glennon of St. Louis was 
told by a Post-Dispatch reporter of the 
selection of Cardinal Della Chiesa, and 
he was naturally greatly interested in 
the news. 

“T saw Cardinal Della Chiesa once or 
twice on visits to Rome,” said the 
Archbishop, “but know little about him, 
except that he was born in Genoa in 
1854,.and was appointed Archbishop of 
Bologna, I think, in 1907. I know noth- 
ing as to his characteristics.” 

It is generally assumed that the lean- 
ings of a new Pope are shown in the 
pontifical name which he chooses. The 
Pope just named has elected to be 
known as Benedict XV. The Arch- 
bishop expressed irterest when told of 
this. 

“Benedict XIV,” he said, “was noted 
as a great master cf the canon law, and 
was a stickler for the strict enforce- 
ment of that law in the conduct of 
church affairs.’’ 

“It is rather unusual to select as Pope 
a man who has been a Cardinal so short 
a time,”’ said the Archbishop, ‘‘but in 
point of fact any Archbishop, Bishop, 
or even & priest ranch have been chos- 
en.”’ 

It is well-known to Catholics that any 
layman is eligible to serve as Pope,. but 
the time-honored custom has been to 
choose a Oardinal.

Father Spigardi Has Seen New Pope 
Several Times. 

The Rev. Father Caesar Spigardi, pas- 
tor of the Church of Our Lady Help of 
Christians, Ewing avenue and Locust 
street, has seen'the hew Pope several 
times in Rome.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 3.—“When this 
fearful conflict {is over’’ Senator Bur- 
ton predicted in the Senate today, refer- 
ring to the European war, “we may 
safely anticipate that the commori people 
who must bear the burdens of this strife 
Will have the decision as to whether 
nations shall go to war.” 

Ir attributing the conflict to milita- 
rism which would result in ‘“‘consequences 
beyond the wildest conjecture,” Mr, Bur- 
ton placed the responsibility upon the 
“overweaning ambition of certain sov- 
ereigns not yet come to realize that they 
are not the state.’

They con- 
tinu to take me southin automobiles, 
passing me on from one officer to an- 
other, until we reached a little town 
called Legne. There they locked me. in 
@ room with a stone floor and stone 
walls, apaprently built for the purpose. 
Into this they threw bundles of wheat 
and placed the guard at’ the door, or- 
dering me to keep it open. Every time 
I*moved the sentry raised his auto- 
matic. I worked out a plan which I 
hoped would act as a sort of injunc- 
tion. It was that they should return 
me to Brussels by the shortest‘ route, 
that if I were found off that route I 
was to be shot, and ‘that unless within 
two days I reported to the Military 
Governor of Brussels I was to be shot. 

I outlined this plan to Maj. Alfred 
Wirth, who lives in Bernberg, on the 
Saale River. He was friendly toward 
me, but apparently thought I had lit- 
tle chance, as, whenever he visited my 
room and sat down beside me on the 
stones, his eyes would fill with tears. 
That was discouraging, but his feel- 
ings certainly led him to aid me, At 
10 o'clock an eelctric torch, strapped 


to the chest of an officer, flashed in 
my eyes and woke me. The officer 
ordered me to accompany him at once 
to the commanding General.

And their manner toward me now be-

There 
is no question but that it is due to his 
offices I was not left lying in a field. 
The passport ordered me to proceed 
by stated route to Brussels. 

The distance was 50 miles and as it 
Was necessary to walk, they caiculated 
on my making 2% miles a day. The pass 
stated that unless I reported by midnight 
Aug. 26, I was to be shot as a spy. I 
started back at 3 that morning, but in 
the darkness was challenged so often 
that, although time was precious, it 
seemed wiser to delay until day came. 
Then, when it was light, I was weiked 
to beyond Ath, when, by a most fortu- 
nate stroke of good luck, I obtained a 
seat in an automobile in which a kindly 
ol4 German General was going to Brus- 
sels. 

Word “Spy”: Is Removed, 
On arriving, instead of reporting to the 
Military Governor, I at once reported to 
Brand Whitlock and he instantly con- 
veyed me, unwashed and undusted, to 
the Hotel de Ville. There he explained 
that I was reporting, not because the 
pass ordered me to report, but in spite 
of that fact, and he demanded that from 
the pass the word “Spy” be removed. 
They accordingly wrote upon the pass 
that I was a friend of the American 
Minister and’ a correspondent well 
known to him and that I was no spy. To 
that they affixed the seal of the Ger- 
man Government. 

It was a very close call.

reflected in the London newspapers 
of Aug. 8 to 12, which reached St. Louls 
today, after having been delayed by 
the interruption in ocean travel. 

Instead of war news from the British 
army. and navy the papers are filled 
with stories of the capture and search 
for German spies in London, of sacri- 
fices being made by the people, of great 
funds being raised for the sick and 
wounded soldiers, of the eagerness of, 
men to take up arms for their country, 
and women to enroll as nurses. 

The London Express of Aug. 12 tells 
how one end of Hyde Park was con- 
verted into a drill ground for the re- 
cruits, while at the other end groups 
of women and children sat under the 
shade trees listening to the music of 
the bands. 

Business Men Patriotic. 

Many of the business firms of London 
announced through the columns of the 
rewspapers that they would pay half or 
full salaries to their employes who had 
gone to war, and would restore them to 
their positions when peace was declared 
Other firms announced they would pay 
their men the difference between their 
pay as soldiers and as employes. 

A story was printed about a man in ap 
interior city who sought to enlist in the 
army, but was rejected because of de- 
fective teeth., It was related that he 
went to a dentist, had all his defective 
teeth removed and false ones put 4n 
The next day he returned to mobiliza- 
tion headquarters, showed his teeth to 
the doctor and remarked: “I wouldn't 
miss this for anything.’’ He was ac- 
cepted. 

Another story is printed about a man 
80 years old, who went repeatedly to 
mobilization headquarters and sought 
to enlist. The army officers pleaded 
with him to go home and live in peace, 
and refused to accept him. 

The retail merchants of London com- 
plained that the official prices for su- 
gar were too low, and that they could 
not afford to sell at the prices fixed 
by the Government. They blamed the 
wholesale sugar merchants, whom they 
accused of quoting erroneous prices to 
the Government. The papers stated 
that eggs were rather dear, but that 
good poultry was to be had at normal 
prices, and that there had been a de- 
cline in the price of bacon. 

The war fund being raised by the 
Prince of Wales for national relief re- 
ceived much attention from the news- 
papers. On Aug. 12 this fund had 
grown to £648,000, a Httle over 
$3,000,000. One £50,000 contributor, sev- 
eral £10,000 and scores of £100 gifts 
were listed. 

Princess Gives Up Horses. 

It was officially announced by the 
War Office that her Royal Highness, 
the Princess Royal, had presented six 
magnificent. horses to the army, and 
that they had been posted to the 
Household Cavalry. It was also an- 
nounced that James ._Dunn and his 
daughter, Miss Mona Dunn, had given 
10 of their superb riding horses to the 
army, and that they were being used 
for the commander and staff of the 
cavalry division. 

The papers also contained the an- 
nouncement that the Agent General for 
the Province of Alberta, Canada, John 
A. Reid, had received a cablegram from 
the Government of Alberta, stating that 
the people of the province had donated 
500,000 bushels of oats to the imperial 
authorities, and that the oats would 
be delivered on the Atlantic seaboard. 
Canada also gave 1,000,000 bags of flour 
to England, it was announced, 

The people of London and vicinity, 
fearing that the electric light and gas 
plants might be put out of commission 
by the war, began early to buy large 
quantities of candles. 

Six hundred London doctors notified 
the War Office that they would give 
free medical attention to the relatives 
of soldiers at the front, 
who have been wounded in battle or 
fallen sick while in the military serv- 
ice. 

The women of London began making 
early collections of newspapers and 
magazines to be forwarded to the sailors 
of the British fleet. 

Many wealthy Londoners are tender- 
ing their private homes to the War Of- 
fice to be used as hospitals. Among 
those*mentioned as having offered their 
homes were Sir Ronald Munro Fergu- 
son, Governor-General of Australia; Sir 
Ian and Lady Heathcoat-Amory, Sir 
Lee Knowles, Lady Northcote, Lord and 
Lady Sackville and Alderman Sir 
Charles and Lady Wakefield.

While it was declared at the execu- 
tive office that the matter, so far as 
Great Britain was concerned, had been, 
adjusted, Secretary Bryan declared he 
knew nothing of any settlement. 

Smarting vnder the insinuation that 
the Berlin dispatcnes given out by the 
embassy as being received through th? 
Sayville siation were manufactured, 
Ambasador von Bernstoriff today 
showed sonie heat. 

Calls Messages Genuine. 

“They are genuine,’’ he said, “smiting 
a bundle of official telegrams with the 
back of his hand. “If the censor at 
Sayville does not read them, that over- 
sight is not the German embassy’s 
fault.”’ 

While long telegrams have been issued 
as authentic messages through the air 
from Berlin, the wireless authorities are 
said to have declared only the briefest 
code messages were actually coming. 
The Ambassador resented the inference 
that telegrams were being “‘padded’’ at 
Sayville before being put on the com- 

mercial wire for Washington. Chancel- 
lor Sachse of the embassy also rgsent- 
ed the inference.

He de- 
clared that yesterday a dispatch re- 
ceived at 10 o’clock was held up three 
hours, while a news agency made cop- 
ies of it.

Stock and Bondholders Aré Re- 
leasing Claims to Make 
Gift to St. Louis. 


“he Coliseum as a free municipal mar- 
ket for the distrubution of food products 
at the cheapest possible price is. one of 
the possibilities of the Business Men’s 
League's efforts to deliver the big struc- 
ture to the city. 

The Coliseum Committee met in the 
offices of the League this afternoon to 


canvass the situation with the lessors 
The Coliseum com- 
pany has been unable to pay taxes 
on the building and grounds. 

The League has been asking the own- 
ers of the $145,000 of outstanding bonds 
and the holders of $411,621 of stock to 
relinquish their holdings so. that the 
Coliseum could be delivered free and 
without incumbrances to the city. 

About 40 per cent of ‘the stock and 
bondholders have signed releases tc the 
League, and when the other #60 per 
cent come in the Coliseum will be 
turned over to the city and be con- 
ducted as a municipal institution. 

Several plans for using the Coliseum 
as &@ municipal] institution have been 
suggested. The plan to use it as a free 
market, to reduce the cost of living, 
.was. laid before the committee this aft- 
ernoon. It is thought that the Coli- 
seum, as a big central market, to he let 
rent free by the city to the distribut- 
ers of food products, would greatiy re- 
duce the cost of living. 

If arrangements should be made. for 
converting the Coliseum into a ‘great 
central market and a national conven- 
tion should, at some future timc, be 
held here, the stalls could be Cleared 
out temporarily so that the structure 
could be used for the meetings of the 
delegates. 

Plans for making the Coliseum the 
chief amusement center of the city, 
with dancing pavilions, moving ~icture 
shows and other attractions, also have 
been considered. Under the new charter, 
the city will have power to provide any 
kind of amusement it wishes for the 


1 people. 


Several thousand couples could dance 
on the floor of the Coliseum at one 
time, while several thousand spectators 
could Jook on from the balconies. 

The success cf the plan to’ :lsliver 
the Coliseum to the city depends upon 
.the, willingness of the stuck and bond- 
holders to release their clains against 
the property. The-stock and bonds are 
all owned locally, principally by busi- 
ness men.

Hoffman was conscious when physi- 
cians and policemen entered the base- 
men* He told them that he had ha@ 
a fall, and when one remarked that “it 
looked pretty bad,”’ he replied: 

“Yes, 1 presume so.”’ 

"The stairs were too narrow to Carry 
him out on a stretcher, and he arose 
from a cot on which he had been 
placed and walked to the top of the 
steps, aided by a man on each side. He 
was placed on the stretcher at the top 
of the stairs. As he lay upon it he 
asked: 

“What's coming off now?’ 

He was told that he was being taken 
to the Jewish Hospital, and replied: 
“IT guess it’s all up now. oe

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BATTLING BOB’S ENEMIES WIN. 


Senator La Follette’s own strength with the 

people seemed unaffected when Wisconsin de- 
clined to permit him to dictate the selection of his 
colleague in 1909. Mr. Stephenson, backed by his 
famous $107,000 campaign fund, won, but Mr. 
La Follette himself was easily renominated and 
re-elected two years later.

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LAKE STEAMER’S RACE WITH A FIRE. 
The fire on the lake steamer City of Chicago 
fortunately did not break out until the vessel was 
on the last stage of her trip from Benton Harbor 
to Chicago, but her 45-minutes race to get her 800 
} passengers ashore was one of the most thrilling 
incidents in the history of the navigation of the 
Great Lakes. The officers and crew, particularly 
the enginemen and stokers, showed during the 12 
or 15 miles of peril by fire and water a presence 
of mind and adequacy that deserve recognition. 
The thousands of St. Louisans who annually 
make use of fresh water steamers in trips to and 
from the resorts of the lake country will be deep- 
ly interested in learning why the vessel's ‘ wire- 
less apparatus failed on the very voyage on which 
it was most needed. They will also be interested 
in learning why the fire was not discovered and 
combatted before it had made such headway as to 
endanger the boat. 7 
Much has been done in recent years to add to 
the safety of those who travel by water. But ev- 
idently more remains to be done.

War Is still war, as hateful, as horrible, as when 
the hordes of Xerxes descended upon Greece or 
Goth and Vandal fell ypon Rome. The historic 
record a thousand years hence will equally con- 
demn the barbarities of 1914 with the brutalities 
of medieval and ancient times. 

But history must also record that the enlight- 
ened public opinion of this day—the best of 
thought everywhere in a world guided when at 
peace by the loftiest humanitarian ideals—spon- 
taneously condemned with loud outcries the wan- 
tonness which the war displayed. 

It is for the purpose of making up the record 
of history, emphasizing the protest, and calling 
upon the power of public opinion eventually to 
punish the wantons in war that the Belgians 
come to appeal to the United States. Their formal 
act must at least add force to the distinction which 
civilization has sought to draw for several centu- 
ries between what is tolerable and what intol- 
erable in human: strife. The protest should have 
ite weight also upon the judgments which the 
world must presently bring to the settlement of 
the war and its issues. 

It is good to reflect that, although the war is 
but a month old, a powerful controversy already 
rages among the participants as to the limitation 
of its inhumanities. 
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FREE COINAGE OF BALED HAY. 


The new Federal reserve system can do much 
to relieve stress in. this country due to extraor- 
dinary conditions abroad. But must it be relied 
on to relieve every and all cases of stress? 

It cannot take the place of individual initiative 
in seeking markets and converting our products 
into cash. Warehouse receipts as a basis for note 
issues only postpone solutions of the problem. 
After four months they must. be retired. The 
problem of turning commodities into money must 
be faced ultimately.- The advantage of temporary 
measures is that with the lapse of a moderate 
interval business conditions may improve. 

But supposing they do not improve materially? 
Conservatism should not be thrown entirely to the 
winds because a war is in progress. On account 
of the importance of the crop and the large 
proportion of it normally sold abroad, cotton pre- 
sents a special problem. But unusual expedients 


involve unusual expedients favoring other prod- 
ucts, all and singular, now pressing for markets. 

Naval stores are the latest commodities put in 
the list of those entitled to recognition on the 
presentation of warehouse receipts at Federal Re- 
serve banks.

DIREOT LEGISLATION FOR TEXAS. 
An initiative and referendum amendment to the 
Constitution of Texas will be voted on in Novem- 
ber. 


It provides: 

Sec. 1. The legislative power of this state 
shall be vested in a Senate and House of Rep- 
resentatives, which, together, shall be styled 
“The Legislature of the State of Texenx;” but the 
people reserve to themselves power, as hereby - 
provided, to propose laws and to enact or re- 
ject the same at the polis, and to approve or 
reject at the polls any law, or any part of any 
law, enacted: by the legislature. The Legis- 
lature SHALL provide by law for submitting 

, to the vote of the people, upon the petition of 
20 per cent of the qualified voters of the state 
the enactment of laws and the approval or 
rejection of any law enacted by the Legistat- 


ure. .
